SPARKS PLEA TO FIX

Pensioner suffered serious 
facial injuries after tripping 
up on ‘poorly maintained’ 
path used by shoppers

THE daughter of a Skelmersdale pensioner, who 


received serious facial injuries after falling on 
an uneven path, has spoken out about the state 
of the footpaths in the town after her mum’s 
accident. 

Margaret Appleton was walking to Tanhouse on 
Saturday, September 18 along a footpath near to 
Essington Road when she fell. 

The 75-year-old grandmother fell straight onto 
her face and has received two black eyes and severe 
bruising and cuts around her eyes and on her 
nose. 

Two neighbours came to help her and she was 
taken to Southport hospital by ambulance and is 
now recovering at home. However, her confidence 
has been knocked by the incident and she is now 
fearful of walking on the pavements in the town.

Margaret's daughter, Tracey Thompson said: “My 
mum fell on one of the paths going past Essington 
Road towards Tanhouse which is totally uneven 
and full of potholes. She had to be taken to South- 
port hospital to be treated because her injuries 
were that bad. 

“The council are saying where she fell is ‘unadop- 
ted’, but this path is a main route from the 


Concourse to residential areas in Skelmersdale. The 
picture I have supplied shows the extent of my 
mum’s injuries.” 

MP Rosie Cooper was shown the pictures of Mar- 
garet following her fall and has commented that 
many residents have written to her about the state 
of footpaths and pavements in Skelmersdale. 

She said: “Residents often contact me raising con- 
cerns about footpaths and pavements in 
Skelmersdale. 

“In a town that is in dire need of improved public 
transport, footpaths are for many people, the only 
method of getting around. 

^| am continually raising the awful state of the 
roads and pavements with Lancashire County 
Council who often only carry out “patch' repairs 
blaming Government cuts to their budgets." 

Skelmersdale County Councillor John Fillis 
added: “Maintenance of footpaths is a serious prob- 
lem right across West Lancashire. 

“At a time we are encouraging more and more 
people to walk and use footpaths, there is not the 
investment in the footpaths and also the lighting 
and safety of the footpaths. 

^We are constantly working with a limited 
amount of funds.

MP says they won't make up for lost branches

CONCOURSE shopping centre bosses are 
hoping two new cash machines can be 
installed within the Skelmersdale 
complex. 

West Lancashire MP Rosie Cooper was 
"delighted" to hear that Concourse bosses are 
in negotiations with a provider of ATMs to 
introduce the machines. 

However, she added that they 
are “no replacement" for the lost 
bank branches. 

Skelmersdale has been hit hard 
by the significant reduction of 
high street banking, as over the 
past year two major banks, TSB 
and Barclays, have closed their 
Concourse branches. 

The Champion reported in April this year how 
MP Cooper hit out at Barclays after they opted to 
close its branch in the Concourse. 

The local politician claimed that the banking 
giant did not carry out an impact statement on 
local people before making the decision. 

Residents have been increasingly concerned 
about being unable to access their cash, with 
people experiencing long queues at the only 
remaining ATMs at the Halifax branch. 

Ms Cooper had contacted the centre manager to 
share these concerns and ask what they are doing 
to improve access to banking services within the 
Concourse. 

Welcoming the centre manager's response, Ms

a. Cooper said: ^Whilst residents will 
be glad to hear that the Concourse are taking 
steps to improve access to cash, it is very sad that 
these cash machines are having to replace actual 
bank branches. 

"The shortsighted and selfish decision by 
Barclays and TSB to close their branches has left 
many across Skelmersdale without access to phys- 
ical banking. 

"The introduction of two more cash machines 
will be a benefit to the Concourse and its custom- 
ers but is no replacement for a physical bank 
branch. 

"More good news from the Concourse is that 
they have now reinstated the mall seating in both 
the upper and lower malls, after removing it 
because of the Covid pandemic."

Council to invite 
tenders to install 
hi-tech cameras 
at two junctions

DUAL-purpose traffic cameras are 
set to be installed next year at two 
junctions in Ormskirk next year to 
detect drivers speeding and jump- 
ing red lights. 

The cameras will be at the Five Ways 
Junction, and at the junction of Hay- 
field Road and Green Lane, which is 
the next junction along County Road 
towards Burscough. 

The junctions have a history of 
incidents with 17 collisions being 
recorded between January 2016 and 
May 2021, including one fatality. 

The cameras will be funded by Lan- 
cashire County Council and the 
Lancashire Road Safety Partnership, 
with work currently getting underway 
to develop a detailed specification for 
the project in order to invite tenders 
this year. 

Charlie Edwards, Lancashire County 
Council cabinet member of highways 


and transport, said: “Delivering this 
project at the Five Ways junction is 
quite complex, particularly when it 
comes to working out how best to 
design and place cameras to detect 
infringements of traffic movements in 
multiple directions, and we're now 
embarking on the detailed specifica- 
tion to make sure the solution works 
well.” 

Lara Jones, safer roads unit man- 
ager for Lancashire Constabulary, 
said: “Our officers have had to attend 
a number of serious incidents at these 
junctions, many of which have been 
caused by drivers speeding, or ignor- 
ing the traffic signals. 

“The risk of being involved in a colli- 
sion due to the irresponsible 
behaviour of another driver is clearly 
a concern for people in this area. 

"Knowing that you will face prosec- 
ution for speeding, or jumping the 
lights, is a strong deterrent and I’m 
pleased that we're well on our way to 
improving safety at these junctions in 
the near future."

County Councillor Graham Gooch, 
cabinet member for adult social care, 
said: “At the heart of our vision is a 
desire to see everyone in Lancashire 
reach their full potential, by making 
sure that people get the support they 


need when they need it, where they 
need it. 

“We’ve listened to those people who 
use our services to make sure our focus 
remains on services that are integrated, 
innovative, responsive, and more able 
to plan for and meet future challenges. 

“We’re passionate, ambitious and 
determined to make a difference to the 
lives of the adults in Lancashire that we 
support.” 

The new vision ‘Care, Support and 
Wellbeing of Adults in Lancashire’ is 
backed up with a detailed strategy 
which includes proposals to transform 
how frontline staff work so they are 
able to spend more time with the 


people who they are supporting either 
in their own home, or in the com- 
munity, rather than spending time on 
administration. 

In addition to supporting older 
people, the care provided is also about 
helping to support adults, whatever 
their age, who have a disability, or are 
vulnerable.

NCIL funding is also available in Ormskirk, but no schemes have been successful in being 
shortlisted this year. However, we welcome suggestions of infrastructure schemes that the 
monies could be used to fund in the future.

Universal Credit

MP ROSIE Cooper has criticised the 
government's planned cut to 
Universal Credit. 

The West Lancashire MP has criti- 
cised the government’s “failure to 
listen to the voices of those who will be 
affected.” 

At the beginning of the first national 
lockdown in 2020, the government 
provided an ‘uplift’ to UC and Working 
Tax Credits of £20 a week — just more 
than £1,000 a year. 

The government is to remove this at 
the start of October.. 

Ms Cooper said: “It cannot be right 
that the government is pushing ahead 
with this cruel and misguided plan. 

“Universal Credit was not adequate 
before the pandemic, so while the 
uplift was a welcome piece of support 
for those on low incomes, the idea that 
it can now be safely withdrawn is 
simply inhumane. 

“Many of my Labour colleagues in 
parliament made passionate and emo- 
tional appeals to the government to 
change course, and it is shameful that 
they have not. 

“The government seems to think that 
cutting UC is necessary to get people 
working. 

“It sounds to me like they want to 
starve people into work. 

“The truth is that many UC claimants 
are already in work, but that work is so

insecure and low-paid that they still 
require support. That should be a cause 
for great shame for the government. 

“Thousands of my constituents will 
be poorer as a result of this decision. 

“There is still time for the govern- 
ment to see sense and reverse course. 

“I would encourage all those in West 
Lancashire who are concerned about 
these changes to contact my office and 
we will do our best to help." 

Justifying the decision to cut Univer- 
sal Credit, Prime Minister Boris 
Johnson said: ^My strong preference is 
for people to see their wages rise 
through their efforts rather than 
through taxation of other people put 
into their pay packets, rather than wel-

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‘Muddy’ roads near 
construction sites to be 
cleaned and resurfaced 


County council vows 
to act after complaints 
from residents that dirt 
made them unusable

AN investigation is to take place by the 
county council into the state of roads 
around the Whalleys construction 
sites in Skelmersdale following com- 
plaints from drivers that they were 
difficult to use because the surface is 
covered in mud. 

Residents who live nearby say the sur- 
face of Whalleys Road, Ashurst is often 
covered in mud, and the only alternative 
route is Beacon Lane, which is in a state 
of disrepair. 

Lancashire County Council have agreed 
to investigate the state of the surface of 
roads near the sites after being contacted 
by West Lancashire MP Rosie Cooper. 

The council has told her that action will 
be taken to ensure that road sweeping is 
continuing at the construction sites in line 
with the conditions set in their planning 
permission. 

Ms Cooper said: “Not for the first time 
my constituents have had cause to com- 
plain about the state of the roads around 
the construction sites at Whalleys. 

‘Tve received confirmation from the 
Highways Department at Lancashire 
County Council that they will be investig- 
ating and raising the matter with the

developers who are obligated to under- 
take regular road sweeping to clear the 
mud and dust from the roads. 

“The alternative route to avoid the dirt is 
via Beacon Lane which is in such a state of 
disrepair that cars are ending up with 
punctures, or suspension issues. 

“I am pleased the county council has 
now scheduled in resurfacing works on 
Beacon Lane from the junction of Cobbs 
Brow Lane to Whalley Road between 
September 24 and 28.” 

A spokesman for Lancashire County 
Council said: “Planning conditions are in 
place requiring the company responsible 


for the nearby development to carry out 
regular cleaning of Whalleys Road. 

“As a result of previous enquiries we 
understand that the road is swept daily, 
however we will investigate the issue to 
ensure this is still taking place effectively. 

“We inspect Beacon Lane every three 
months, and repair any defects which 
meet our investigatory level of being at 
least 4cm deep and 15cm wide. 

“However there is a resurfacing scheme 
planned for a section of Beacon Lane, 
from the junction of Cobbs Brow Lane to 
Whalleys Road, which will provide people 
with much smoother journeys.”

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Renewed maintenance

A RENEWED maintenance programme 
for subways in Skelmersdale could be 
on the way after county councillors, 
Julie Gibson and John Fillis, recently 
welcomed Lancashire County Council 
cabinet member for highways County 
Cllr Charlie Edwards, to Skelmersdale 
to see for himself the issues with the 
flooded underpasses.

MP invites transport 
minister to see how new 
rail link could benefit area

PLANS for a new railway line and station in 
Skelmersdale have taken a step forward 
with the county council set to submit the 
Strategic Outline Business Case for the pro- 
posal to the government. 

The proposed transport link would ensure 
that Skelmersdale becomes better connected 
to the regional centres of Liverpool, 
Manchester and Preston, which the council 
say would open up job, education and training 
opportunities, as well as new leisure activit- 
ies. 

The county council has said it will encourage 
business development in the town, supporting 
both new and existing developments, provid- 
ing a catalyst for regeneration and future 
investment, leading to lasting transforma- 
tional change. 

They added the link would also significantly 
contribute to decarbonisation, local air quality, 
healthy and active travel agendas. 

Options for the new rail link would connect 
Skelmersdale to the existing Liverpool Central- 
Kirkby-Wigan Wallgate railway line with estimated 
costs for the project ranging from £210million to 
£700m. 

Journey times from the town centre station 
options would be around 35 minutes to Liverpool 
Central and 18 minutes to Wigan Wallgate. 

The submission to government will look for agree- 
ment to move to the next stage of the development 
process. 

The SOBC has been developed by Lancashire 
County Council, working in partnership with organ- 
isations including Merseytravel, Network Rail and 
West Lancashire Borough Council. 

The county council has also worked closely with 
the Department for Transport in relation to devel- 
oping and finalising the SOBC and has followed 
their guidance to ensure that all available options 
have been appropriately appraised. 

County Councillor Charlie Edwards, cabinet mem- 
ber for highways and transport, said: "This is an 
important stage of the highly-detailed and lengthy 
process which we need to go through to bring these 
major rail improvements for people in the town. 

"Improving the public transport network will help 
to encourage regeneration in the area and make the 
town a more appealing place to live, work, visit and 
invest. 

“By providing a high-quality sustainable public 
transport service, it reduces the need for car jour- 
neys, which reduces emissions and traffic levels. 

“Skelmersdale is a unique part of Lancashire due 
to its radical design as a New Town in the 1960s. 
Unfortunately as the town grew, the rail link was 
never reinstated.

The previous Skelmersdale railway station closed 
to passengers in 1956. 

The SOBC will be submitted to the Department 
for Transport who will decide whether to take the 
project forward to the next developmental stage. 

West Lancashire MP Rosie Cooper said: "This is an 
enormous step in the fight for Skelmersdale Rail- 
way Station. 

"Every resident of Skelmersdale knows how 
utterly revolutionary this will be for the town. It is 
absurd that a town with a population of close to 
40,000, doesn't have a train station of its own. 

"The Government are already aware of 
Skelmersdale's need for a train station; the Prime 
Minister even named Skelmersdale as one of the 
towns that should benefit from the Beeching 
reversal fund! 

^| will be doing everything I can, in Parliament 
and locally, to ensure we receive the funding and 
DfT approval for this project. 

"To start, I have invited the Transport Secretary to 
join me on a walk around Skelmersdale, so that he 
can truly appreciate how beneficial this project will 
be to the area.

further research into brain haemorrhage. 

This will fund the salary and running costs of a 
post PhD research fellow for three and a half years, 
within the stroke research team at the recently 
launched Geoffrey Jefferson Brain Research 
Centre. 

Statistics from Brain Research UK, show that 
stroke occurs more than 100,000 times per year in 
the UK, once every five minutes. It is the fourth 
single leading cause of death in the UK, responsible 
for 35,000 deaths annually. That's a life lost every 
17 minutes. 

Professor Stuart Allan from the University of 
Manchester said: ^This death rate has not changed 
in over 30 years, which is in stark contrast to other 
diseases where the death rates have dramatically 
improved. 

"There is currently no successful treatment for 
haemorrhagic stroke and this is a key area of 
research focus for the Manchester Stroke Group."

More cameras a better way 
of lowering drivers’ speeds 


As someone who has twice had walls outside his 
home knocked down by drunken drivers I read 
the item ‘Plea to lower speed limit’ with consid- 
erable interest. 

I fail to understand why, if as stated Moss Lane 
is already a 30mph zone, lowering the limit fur- 
ther is going to make it safer. 

Surely the point is that the existing restrictions 
are not being adequately enforced. 

We could return to days of the ‘Red Flag Act’ 
and there would still be drunks taking no 
notice. 

All that reducing the speed limit further will 
do is make life more difficult for the law abid- 
ing, the drunks will continue to ignore the limit 
as at present. 

I would suggest that more speed cameras, 
ideally of the ‘average speed’ type might be a 
deterrent but even better and perhaps cheaper 
would be physical speed devices such as those 


on Red Cat Lane from Burscough to Martin 
Mere where the road is narrowed with alternat- 
ing priorities. 

Narrow Moss Lane has a long straight stretch 
of road making its junction with Grimshaw 
Lane/ Blackacre Lane/ Heskin Lane very dan- 
gerous, particularly as when trying to exit 
Heskin Lane, which is at an angle, it is very dif- 
ficult to see what is coming down Narrow Moss 
Lane. 

Many vehicles are still doing well over 30 
when they enter the 30 mph zone. 

A few areas where Narrow Moss Lane is nar- 
rowed and alternating priorities instituted might 
well slow traffic more successfully. 

The same might equally apply to Moss Lane.

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Marcus hopes to inspire 
others to donate blood 
after his 400th donation

A MAN from Skelmersdale, who has recently 
completed an incredible 400 blood and platelet 
donations, has acted to reassure people that 
despite the Covid pandemic the process is safe, 
and he is encouraging others to come forward. 

Marcus Hart believes the more the process is pro- 
moted, the better the chances of increasing the 
aoa of donors, and added demand remains 

igh. 

He said: “I have recently completed 400 blood 
and platelet donations and had noticed that more 
donors have come forward from friends and family 
to donate when I had chatted to them about this. 

“I was very pleased that this happened but 
thought it might be worth encouraging others to 
come forward as well, who may not have done so 
before or who have not donated for a while. 

“It is so important as it can save someone's life. It 
also gives a great feeling of giving something back 
to others at their time of need and its relatively 
easy to do. 

“In addition it is worth mentioninzg it is safe to 
donate even with the Covid pandemic as all the rel- 
evant procedures are in place when donating.” 

Marcus started donating blood 25 years ago at 
Ormskirk Civic Centre after seeing a poster at work 
asking for blood donors. 

He added: “After donating whole blood for a few 
times, I was told I had a high platelet count and 
would I like to become a platelet donor. 

“I didn’t know what platelets were at the time, but 
found out they were tiny fragments of cells made in 
the bone marrow and released into the blood 
stream in the same way as red blood cells. 

“Those with leukaemia or other cancers may have 
too few platelets as the result of their disease or 
treatment. Also after major surgery or extensive

injury patients may need platelet transfusions to 
replace those lost through bleeding. 

“Platelets can be donated more frequently than 
whole blood. 

“More recently, I have reverted back to whole 
blood and have donated at the DW football ground 
in Wigan and more recent donations have been at 
Tanhouse Community Centre. 

"I've come across so many wonderful donors dur- 
ing that time, many who have donated a lot more 
times than I have and just feel it's worth getting the 
message out to increase the awareness and huge 
importance of doing something that can be a life 
saver for someone."

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What would make 


you more likely 
to take the bus? 


Report by Henry James 


LANCASHIRE County Council is 
asking people to say what 
would make them more likely to 
choose to catch the bus by 
completing an online survey. 

An ambitious plan to improve 
bus services is already underway 
which could result in, "simpler, 
cheaper fares, consistent high- 
quality information about services 
in more places, and more efficient 
and frequent services in the evenings 
and weekends". 

This is due to a major change in the 
way they are funded and organised, 
with the government's new National 
Bus Strategy requiring councils and 
bus operators to work more closely 
together, and alongside local com- 
munities, to create a network that 
people want. 

It could mean much higher levels of 
investment in buses in the future, but 
first the county council needs to pro- 
duce a Bus Improvement Plan which 
sets out Lancashire's priorities. 

County Councillor Charlie 
Edwards, cabinet member for high- 
ways and transport, said: "The 
government's new strategy for buses 
is an opportunity to create a network 
which works better for passengers, 
and makes catching the bus a more 
attractive option for everyone. 

“They have set aside £3billion for 
the programme over the current par- 
liament, with the potential for 
Lancashire to get a lot more funding 
than we are at the moment, and make 
some really big improvements to ser- 
vices across the county. 

"The focus is on improvements 
being locally-led, with councils and 
transport operators working closely 
together, and with communities, to 
create a more cohesive set of services, 
and agree where investment should 
be prioritised. 

"Depending on what people want, it 


could mean having lower fares, sim- 
pler ticketing options, more services 
especially during evenings and week- 
ends, better timetable information, 
and measures to make services 
quicker and more reliable, such as 
bus-only lanes, and using technology 
to improve services. 

"The first step is for us to gather 
some information about how people 
would like to see services improved, 
and I'd be grateful if people take a 
few minutes to complete our quick 
online survey. 

“It will help us to make a strong 
case about what we could achieve 
with more funding, and how we 
would use this funding to attract 
more people to become regular users 
of their local bus." 

Feedback from the survey will be 
used to help the county council pro- 
duce a Bus Improvement Plan, by the 
end of October, which sets out what 
buses are currently like in Lancashire, 
and how to reduce some of the barri- 
ers to bus usage and growth. 

This will inform an Enhanced Part- 
nership Plan and Scheme, an 
agreement between the county coun- 
cil and operators about how services 
will operate from April 2022, and 
how improvements will be delivered 
in the coming years. 

The survey is open until September 
30.

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Volunteers needed for school admission appeals panels 


VOLUNTEERS are needed to help to 
decide on appeals by parents and carers 
for school places. 

Lancashire County Council is looking 
to recruit people from a diverse range 
of backgrounds and experience to join 
its independent appeals panels. 

These panels are set up to consider 
appeals from parents who have missed 
out on their preferred school. 

When a child is refused a place at a 
school or academy of their preference, 
they are entitled to appeal against the 
decision. 

Panel members will consider the reas- 
ons for the parents’ preference of 
school, as well as the reasons why a 


place hasn't been allocated, and make a 
decision as to whether the refusal 
should be upheld or overruled. 

Each panel is made up of three people. 
This includes someone with no paid 
experience of education, known as a lay 
member, and also someone with experi- 
ence such as a teacher, or governor. 

A trained clerk will advise on legal 
and administrative issues. Each of the 
panel members must be independent of 
the authority, school and the families 
involved. 

Appeals take place throughout the 
year, but the majority are held between 
May and August. The appeals are 
arranged so that they are heard for half 


a day or a full day depending on the 
number needing to be decided. 

There may be occasions when panel 
members will be required to be avail- 
able for a full week. 

Currently hearings take place by vir- 
tual means including telephone and 
video conference. 

No formal qualifications are required 
but applicants must be available during 
the day (Monday to Friday), willing to 
attend regular panel meetings and will- 
ing to undertake training.

Free Entry for Goose Spectacular 


The nights are drawing in and that can only 
mean one thing: the Pink-footed Geese, or 
pinkfeet, are returning to Martin Mere. There is 
just a small trickle of birds at the moment, but, 
within the next couple of weeks, numbers will 
start to build into the hundreds, the thousands 
and then the tens of thousands. 


Every evening throughout October, the birds fly 
in to roost at Martin Mere, providing what is 
one of the best wildlife spectacles in the UK. In 
order to allow local residents the opportunity to 
see the geese coming in, Martin Mere will once 
again be open free of charge, from 5.30pm to 
7pm on Wednesdays and Saturdays throughout 
October. The sight of up to 50,000 pinkfeet 
landing on the mere in front of a glorious sunset 
is something not to be missed. 


The pinkfeet breed in Iceland and eastern 
Greenland and also in Svalbard, in the 

Arctic Ocean. The Icelandic and Greenland 
populations return to Britain to spend the 
autumn and winter, whereas the Svalbard 
population winters in the western parts of 
continental Europe. Around 200,000 pinkfeet 
spend the winter in Britain every year. 


As we move through September, the geese will 
start to congregate in large groups in southern 


Iceland waiting for the optimum conditions to NEN 
fly south to Britain. When we see a north wind f 
blowing from the arctic in late September and 
October, we know we will get large numbers 
of geese arriving at Martin Mere, as they take 
advantage of a strong wind behind them. 


The geese do not all come at once and there 

is a stream of them throughout October, with 
Martin Mere being an important stopover, a 
bit like an avian motorway services. Many of 
the birds will rest up for a few days, or even a 
few weeks, and then continue to North Norfolk, 
where more than 100,000 birds feed in the 
arable farmland on post-harvest cereal stubbles 
and sugar beet tops. However, many of the 
birds will actually stay throughout the winter 

in the North West, with up to 50,000 in West 
Lancashire and on the Fylde. 


We have been monitoring the populations of 
pink-footed geese for over 20 years. So, if you'd 
like to find out more about the birds please visit 
our website at https://monitoring.wwt.org.uk/ 
our-work/goose-swan-monitoring-programme/ 
species-accounts/WWT.org.uk and remember 
to pay us a visit this autumn for a sight you will 
not forget.

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Late penalty drama

THERE was late penalty drama at both ends as 
Skelmersdale United thought they had won it 
with an 88th minute goal from a spot kick, only 
for Wythenshawe Town to equalise deep into 
injury time with their own penalty, writes Neil 
Leatherbarrow.

A MILLION MINIs. Its a massive 
achievement, by any measure, but it 
makes the car’s original impact feel less 
momentous. 


That’s not the overall figure for how many of 
BMW’s style-conscious baby have rolled off 
the production lines — that’s 5.1 million and 
counting, and fast closing in on the 5.3 million 
figure racked up by its illustrious predecessor 
— but rather, for how many UK buyers have 
snapped one up since it was introduced just 
over 20 years ago. Nowadays you don’t have 
to walk far through any moderately-sized 
town before you'll see one, so its ubiquity has 
rendered it unremarkable. Yet the fact it's even 
reached that stage is reflects just how much of 
an impact it had. 


Certainly, it was no means a given when the 
MINI was introduced that the odds would be 
on its side. BMW had already bankrolled one 
superb British car, the Rover 75, and another, 
the reinvented Range Rover, was on the way, 
but it'd also burned through cash and goodwill 
in its ill-fated attempt to turn around Rover, 
ultimately selling it off for — and Im not 
making this up — a tenner. As a result of all the 
upheaval the MINI arrived nearly a year later 
than planned, and plenty of other carmakers 
had already introduced their own retro-themed 
hatchbacks. Take a bow, Chrysler PT Cruiser. 


The MINI also arrived with its own baggage, 
including an engine borrowed from Chrysler 
that was okay but hardly brilliant, a confusingly-

named options list named after various spices, 
and a long line of people — me included — who 
were happy to decry it was sufficiently ‘Mini’ 
enough. The latter of which wasn't helped 
when the plus-sized Countryman made it into 
production, and the neatly shrunken MINI 
Rocketman concept car didn't. It’s also had 
a few false starts along the way, notably the 
bizarre attempts to give it sporting credentials 
it didn't need in the MINI Roadster and Coupé. 


But here's the rub — even the ‘bad’ MINIs are 
anything but, and when the good ones arrived 
back in 2001 people were genuinely blown 
away by how something that looked as good 
as the original R53-generation model did could 
also outhandle just about everything else on 
offer at the time, and have an interior that 
thrived on attention to detail. Only when you 
remember what it was up against at the time — 
the Peugeot 206, and if you're insisting on being 
a fashion victim, the PT Cruiser — and suddenly 
youll remember that the MINI was streets 
ahead, despite arriving late to the party. 


Sure, it wasnt (and still isnt) the roomiest 
contender for your cash, but precisely no one 
cared because it captured the mood of the 
moment, and crucially when all the hype 
died down, people kept on buying it. Without 
the MINI there would be no Fiat 500, and by 
extension of both cars making premium-priced 
small cars trendy there wouldn't have been an 
Audi A1 or Vauxhall Adam either. 


Yes I know that these days MINIs are 
everywhere, the early ones can be picked up for 
a couple of hundred quid and that far too many 
of them are used as company cars by estate 
agents, but a million people can't be wrong. 


Drive one before you knock it.
